the  idler  and  the  parasite  who  seek  to  profit 
l)y   this   misguided    benevolence,      tn    the 
Argentine  Republic  nnii  Urugiuiy.  the  men 
who    have  contributeil   most  to   Ilieir   per- 
manent devclopnicnt  are  lite  ineu  who  live 
on    tlieir   estates    and    miinage    their   own 
allairs  without  .seeking  liums  ,j|  tlie  giiveni- 
uient.      In     lirazd,    also,    the    really     pi.ts- 
perous  planters  are  those  who  live  ami  work 
on  their  estates  ami  shun  ])olitici;iiis  ami 
politics    as    they    would   an    enemy.     'I'lie 
men  whir  are  now  crying  lor  help  ami  who 
are   tihoiit    to     receive    ii,    are    men    who 
sipiaiiiler   time   ami    uiimey  ivilh  impunity, 
who  litive  alwavs  been  in  hDiilile,  always  in 
debt,    always    borrowers,    always    ilishonest 
anil   uii.scnipiiloii.s,  ami  alwars  supplieants 
I'tU'   imae  trs^istalice.      ,\  gidin  of  foiiiimin 
sense  ought  to    teach  llie  g.iveriimeut  that 
a  loan   never  gets  such  a  m.in   otitofdil- 
ficulties,   and  aiso  tlitil  to  Itts  ibe  ptnu    the 
illduslri.ins    ami    the     enlcipiising    |„r    fhe 
supp.a-1  of  a  h)t  of  such  ptirasiies  is  gross 
injustice.      In   all   these  countries   the  bnr- 
ileirs    of    taxation    are    alreaily    estremel.v 
heavy,    ami    the  costs    of  living  are  dispro'- 
ptirthinately    high   in  coiu|i,irLsoii    with   the 
iailin;iiTme;msofohlaiiiiiigaliveliho.Hl.    lii 
such  a  state  tif  society,  .speculation  heeoimts 
almost   the   only  source    of  wttaltli,  and  tis 
this   tultls    nothing   to    tile    permanent    re- 
sources   >:,{  the    country   the    risks  lor   tiie 
Aiturc   arc   steadily   increased   from  daj-    to 
ilay.     We   ilo    not    bclievi;    that   the   loans 
which  are   to  be  made  through  these  cirdil 
Jondcr  banks  will  improve  the  con.litiou  nl" 
agriculture  one  panicle,  nor  remove  the  ilil- 
ficultieswliich  beset  the  planter.  The  tkiy  of 
settlement    will    only    be   postponed    for   a 
time,  and  it  will  very  likely  fall  due  just  at 
the    time   when    the  public   obligations  in- 
curred in  his  heliall  also  fall  due— ami  then 


who  will  have  to  meet  the  emergency  ? 
This  is  a  question  which  the  merchant,  the 
mechanic,  the  laboring  farmer  and  the 
people  at  large  should  take  into  careful 
consideration.  The  bankrupt  will  never 
save  the  state;  Ills  creditors  ami  industrious 
neighbors  will  eventually  have  to  shoulder 
all  the  burdens. 


SKVER,tl.   weeks  ago  we  were  informed  of 
the  miserable  condilion  of  a  large  number 
of  immigrants,  ])rincipally  Italians,  who  had 
encamped   in   Rua  D.  Manoel  in  this  city. 
They    had    no    occupation  and  no  shelter, 
and    lived    upon    what   was  given  them  in 
charity    during   the   day.      At    night    they 
slept   on    the   open   pavement  and  on  the 
narrow    doorsteps,    thankful    if    the    good 
fortune  ol  the  outcast  gave  them  even  the 
slightest  shelter  from  dew,  wind  and  rain. 
In   sickness  tliere  were  no  physicians  and 
medicines  for  them,  no  nourishing  food,  no 
blanket   but  die  sky,  no  pillow  but  the 
bundle    of  rags    which  served  as  a  coat  for 
some   poor   wretch,   and   no  care   but  die 
rough,  empty-handed  sympathy  of  outcasts 
like   themselves,     I-ong   after    daylight   in 
the  morning  the   walks   of  this  street  were 
die    scenes    of    indescribable    misery    and 
shame,  a  disgrace  even  for  a  country  swept 
and  ravished  by  Turks.    Some  time  after,  a 
charitable   proprietor  o^  that  neighborhooti 
gave  them   the    use  of  an  old  ,siied,  and 
there  during  all  these  weeks  they  have  lived 
in   hunger,  squallor    and   crime,    helpless 
victims    of  a    speculation    not    one   whit 
better   than    the  slave  trade,  abandoned  to 
the    necessity   ol    seeking    a    living  in    the 
gutters   like   vagrant  dogs,  and  degraded  to 
tile   lowest   ami   most  repugnant  forms   of 
vice,     l.sven    the    lowest    of    men    should 
shrink    from   IraHicking  in  tlie  miseries  of 
so    helpless  a  people,  but  it  would  appear 
that  here  in  Rio  dc  Janeiro  there  are  human 
jackals    in    whose  hearts  no  sense  of  .sym- 
pathy,  or  pity,  or  honor,  has  ever  found 
loilgmeiit.     Tlie  fiends   who  trailed  bread 
lor  viitiic  Willi  the  starving  girls  ofCcani  in 
1871),  are  here  in  this  Catholic  cajiilal  trad- 
ing  crusts   for    the   despair  of  these    imor 
outcasts.     We  ilo    not  tlsk  whose  fault  it  is 
that   they   are   mil   on    the    plaiilalioiis   at 
work,  but  we  do  ask,  in  the  name  ofcom- 
uion  liiimauily,    for  the  proteetion  of  those 
not  yet  coiitaniinateti  by  the  inlamous  vices 
of  this  city,  ami  for  the  [ireservalion  of  what 
little   lepiltalioil    for  civili/atitui  and  tmin- 

d  ma)'  vet  remain  to  this  emiiiie,  that 
imimxiiate  steps  be  taken  to  succor  the 
llie  necessities  of  this  poor  [ico|)le  ami  to 
remove  this  tien  of  loiitlisome  iniquity  from 
our  uiitlst,  l.cl  D,  Juan  and  Phryne  walk 
the  { luviilor  ami  lill  die  best  stalls  .at  the 
dieatre  if  such  be  the  will  of  society  and 
the  .govermneiil,  and   let   virtue  and  honor 
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at  lor  their  verdancy  hy  those 
b.ifis-iiiaile  boots,  if  such  be  llie 
hureh  ami  the  court,  but  let  us 
le  .s.iinetvliere.  It  is  incredible 
iloiiths   of  such    iuiipiiti-    could 


s.iiiitly 


in  so  much  as  they  can  be   formed  to  give 
merely  a  summary  of  past  occurrences  for 
purposes'  of    reference,    when     considered 
worthy  of  this  honor.    The  latter  half  of  the 
crop  year  188S-89  is  generally  supposed  to 
have  been  much  more  satisfactory  than  the 
preceding  six  months.   Consuming  marlcets 
appear   to   have    allowed    their    stocks    to 
become  reduced  to  a  dangerously  low  point, 
ami  we  may  say  that  the  Rio  market  has 
tended  upwards  almost  constantly  since  the 
turn  of  the  j'car,  which    opened   with    the 
dealers    decidedly     hampereil     with     large 
stocks  of  dear    cotTces.      January  opened 
with  a  Slock  of  378,000  bags.  Ordinary   1st 
quoted  at  7S950  per  amba  and  exchange 
27J^.      Hxchange    steadily   advanced,    but 
quotations  were  unchanged  up  to  the  22ud, 
when   8^150   was   quoted     and    exchange 
was  reported  at  273^.    The  month  closed 
at  about  these  figures,  with  receipts  ol  390,- 
133  bags,  shipments  of  328,700  ba,gs,  and 
a  stock  estimated  at  380,626  bags,'  Up  to 
February   22nd   there   were   no   important 
changes  to  note,  but  on   that  day   prices 
were  advanced  to  81450  and  commercial 
e.xhange  on  London  was  quoted  at  283/1(1. 
These  figures  continued  to  the  end  of  the 
month,  which  closed  with  receipts  of  345,- 
534    bags,    shipments   of   308,383,    and    a 
stock  estimated   at  411,777    bags.     March 
ist  signalled  an  advance  in  prices  to  8JS550, 
followed  on  the  8th  hy  another  to  8,?95o', 
exchange   remaining  the   same,    and  stock 
estimated  at  400,1^50  hags.    This  quotation 
for  coffee  was   unchanged   up  to  the  end  ol 
the  month,  but  exchange  fluctuated  between 
28  and  283/16  and  on  the  31st  receipts 
were   returned  at  295,898  bags,  shipments 
at    316,609  and   stock  at  344,866    l)ag,s, 
April   opened   rather  flatter  ;   on   the  3rd 
Ordinary  ist  was  quoted  at  8J700  and  ex- 
change at  28  i/t6.     The  declaring  of  sover- 
eigns a  tender  at  par  prodltced  a  weaker 
feeling  in  exchange,  wliicii  on  the  26th  was 
quoted   at   ip/^,    but  collee    prices    were 
advanced  on  that  day  to  SJ900  per  arroba 
for  Ofdiiiaiy  1st,     April  closed   with  coffee 
unchanged,  exchange  on  London  quoted  at 
273/16,    sliipnients  of  192,802    bag,s,    re- 
cei|)ls  of  248,647  and    a  stock  estimated  at 
■foo,7li    bags,     I\Iay  opened    strong.     On 
the  3rd  prices  had  been  advanced  to  gjitjo 
lor    Orilintiry    1st,     while     exchange    had 
dcclineil   to  27  1/6.     The  coffee  quotation 
was    iniiinlained    throughout    the    month, 
while   the   lluetiiations  in    exchange    weie 
rather  marked— from  26  15/16  to  27  3/16. 
On  the  31st  the  receipts   were  returned  at 
"3, 56+   bags,    ,sliipments  at  388,658   and 
stock  at  235,878  bags.    Brokers  maintain- 
ed quotations  lor  cotfee  up  to  June  17th, 
although  no  business  was  doing,  and  then 
declared  them   nominal,    where  they   have 
remained    to   the   end    ol    the   eiop    year 
June  was  almost  a  dead  month;  the  sliiji- 
menls   were   almost    exclusiveiy    old    pur- 
chases,   with    those    necessarily    made    lor 
coastwise  consumption,  and   we  opened  the 
889-90  campaign  with  every  probability  of 
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asylums 
an,l  the  builder  ami  restorer  ol  churche.s, 
hut  the  facts  are  not  to  be  covered  up.  If 
the  huudretlth  part  of  the  immigration 
iroughi  to  these  shores  drifts  into  such 
aiiseiy  ami  pollution  as  diis,  the  whole 
ipeculalion  will  stand  condemned  before 
the  woriti.  Ami  if  something  be  not  done, 
and  that  ipiickly,  the  humane  people  of 
city  will  he  morally  bouml  to  denounce 
the  shameful  traffic  and  use  every  endeavor 
to  prevent  its  i:onlinuance. 
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■I'uEConslant  touch  of  consuming  markets 
with  lluise  of  production,  and  the  daily 
reports  of  the  fluctuations  abroad  in  cofiee, 
render  any  attempt  at  a  review  of  the  last 
six  months  unnecessar)-,  and  such  reviews 
will  become  more  and  more  useless,  except 
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may    reach    600   r.s. 
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The  4tli  of  July  is  an  anniversary  which 
ought  to  appeal  strongly  to  the  intelligent 
sympathy  ol  the  whole  world,  for  it  rep- 
resents a  revolution  of  ideas  as  well  as 
that  of  a  peojile.  The  American  is  fully 
justilled  in  his  enthusiastic  appreciation  of 
the  event  wliicli  this  day  commemorates, 
for  It  marks  the  formal  inauguration  of  an 
era  which  lias  yielded  countless  blessings 
to  his  country  and  has  opened  for  him  a 
world  of  possibilities  into  which  few  men  of 
his  class  and  standing  have  ever  been  per- 
mitted to  enter.  He  is  justly  proud  of  the 
day  and  of  the  results  which  it  has  lirought 
forth,  and  if  accomplished  facts  count  for 
anything  he  has  more  than  ample  reason 
for   the   self-congratulations    in    which    he 


indulges  on  this  one  day.     But  the  4th  of 
July   is  not  for  him  alone;  it  is  destined  to 
be  an   anniversary  for   tlic   whole   world. 
It  preceded  the  storming  of  the  Bastille  by 
thirteen  years,  and  was  the  germ  from  which 
sprung    the    French    revolution  .and    the 
subsequent  revolutions  of  the  Spanish-Amer- 
ican colonies.     Out  of  the  principles  enun- 
ciated in  the  Declaration  of  Indepeniience 
of   1776   have  sprung   aspirations   for   in- 
dependence  and   self-government   in  every 
part   of  the  world.     A  score  of  struggling 
colonies   have   thrown  off  the  yoke  of  an 
old  world  tyranny  and  have  undertaken  to 
protect    and    mould    llicir  own    destinies, 
while  others  have  a  greater  measure  of  liberty 
and  self-goveiiiment,  short  of  absolute  imle- 
pendence,  than   they  could  ever  have  ob- 
tained   had   it  not  been    for  the  irresistible 
influence  of  the  American  revolution.    And 
even    in    Europe    itself,     what    influences 
toward   popular  government  and  personal 
rights  have  not  been  at  work  during  the 
century    which    owe   their   origin    to    that 
unparalleled  summary  of  human  rights  and 
privileges  which   was  given  to  the  world 
in  Philadelphia  one  hundred  find  thirteen 
years  ago !  In  spite  of  all  the  excesses  of 
the  French  revolution  and  of  the  anarchy 
characterizing  the  republics  of  South   Am- 
erica, the  aggregate  lesulls  of  this  revolt  of 
the    American    colonies    agniinst    dynastic 
oppression  and  restriction   have   been  im- 
measurably good  and  beneficent.     It  may 
not  have  enabled  the  ignorant  peasant  to 
realize  his  crude  aspirations  after  liberty 
and  self-government,  but   it  has  helped  to 
educate   the  masses   and  it  has  compelled 
kings  and  nobles  to  concede  much  to  the 
people.      If  now   it    could    be    impressed 
upon  those  who  are  seeking  to  imitate  the 
American  colonies  of  1776,  and  also  upon 
those  who  have  already  struck  out  for  them- 
selves, that  the  principles_of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  are  tlio.se  ol  law  and  good 
order,   the  supremacy  of   intelligence  and 
labor,  and  the  subordination  of  the  individ- 
ual   to   the   well-being  of  the  community 
in  which  he  resides,  many  of  the  diflicuities 
before  them  might  be  avoided.  ■  Self-gov- 
ernment   is    essentially    the   rule   of    self- 
restraint,  for  it  implies  that  the  citizen  will 
do  voluntarily  for  liim.self  what  the  sover- 
eign had  once  done  arbitrarily.     The  mobs 
which  stormed  the  Bastille  and  then,  in  their 
frenzy,  deluged  the  streets  of  Paris  with  the 
best  blood  of  France,  never  knew  the  foi'ce 
of  this.     Liberty  to  them  was  the  overthrow 
of  all    restraint,    the   indulgence   of  every 
passion,   the    destruction  of  every   obstacle 
standing  in  their  way.     If  tlie  ideas  which 
led  the  American  colonies  into  revolution, 
and   the  principles    underlying   their  great 
bill  of  rights,  which  were  inherited   from 
their  English  forefathers,  were  better  under- 
stood   and     appreciated     here    in    South 
.America,  tliere  would  be  fewer  mistakes  to 
record  in   tliese  blind   attempts  at  self-gov- 
ernment.    Mere   declarations    and    revolts 
can  never  make  a  people  happy  and  pros- 
perous;   if  they  could,    then   Mexico  and 
Peril  wouKl  he  the  most  prosperous  nations 
on    the   face  of  the    earth.     Behind    and 
underlying   these  efl'orts    there  sliould   be 
such  a  sense  of  order  and  self-restraint,  such 
an  unquestioning  recognition  of  the  suprem- 
acy  of  law   and   justice,    and   so    true   an 
appreciation  of  the  rights,    privileges  and 
aspirations  of    others,    that   disorder    and 
opprcs.sion    will    become   an    impossibility. 
The  Americans  are  still  far  from  the  ideal 
republic,  but  diey  have  made  advances  in 
tlial  direction  worthy  of  study  and  intelli- 
,geut  imitation. 


After  all  the  experience   of  past  years 

th  me  water  service  of  this  city  it  ought 

to  be  apparent  to   the  government  that  the 

fault  is  not  altogether  that    of  supply.     If 

the  old  supply,  that  of  the  Carioca  aqueiluct 
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and  of  the    Tijuca    and    Botanical  Garden 
streams,    was   suiTicient  for  this  city,    ex- 
cept   in    times  of    extreme    drouth,    up 
to  the  time  when  its  population  reached 
300,000,    then    assuredly    the    additional 
supply  from  the  Rio  do  Ouro  and  neigh- 
boring streams,  many  times  larger  than  the 
first,  ought  to   meet  the   ordinary  wants  of 
a  population  of  350,000.     It  is  understood, 
of  course,    that  more   water   is    now  used 
than  then,    and  that  its  influence  on    the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  city  is  more  gener- 
ally appreciated,  and  it  is  also  to  be  noted 
that    there  are   now    more    manufiicturing; 
establishments   within  the  city    limits;  but 
after  allowing  for  all   this  there  still  remains 
so  large  an   increase  per  capita  over  the  old 
supply  that  tlie  complaints  of  scarcity  can 
'  not  be  satisfactorily  explained  on  any  other 
ground  than  that  of  unequal  and  defective 
distribution.     Still  furiher,    when  the  new 
worlds   were   opened    the    distribution    was 
much  more  general  aud  copious  than  it  is 
now,  from  which  it  is  to  be  inferred  that 
inexperienced  men  have   been  permitted  to 
tamper  with   the  system   until  mucli  of  its 
efficiency  has  been   destroyed.     We   have 
made  some  inquiries  as  to  the  causes  of  all 
this  diihcuity,  and  tlie  conclusion  reached 
is  not  at  all  to  the  credit  of  the  men  to  whom 
the  government  has   asslgnt:d    the  task   of 
distribution.    We  are  infoi'med  that  Uiere  is 
hardly  a  man  in  the  water  department  who 
has  any  special  knowledge   of  this  branch 
of  engineering   and    is    familiar   with   the 
distributing  system   in  use.     If  information 
is  needed  as  to  the  size  and  locality  of  any 
particular  main  or  supply  pipe,  the  gnarda 
must 'be  applied  to,  for  the  engineering  staff 
know  notliing  whatever   about  it.     Under 
such   an   administration,  nothing  is  easier 
Uian  to  complicate  the  system  and  decrease 
the  pressure  to  such  a  point  as  to  materially 
destroy  the  efficiency   of  the  whole  service. 
Still  further,  no  one  seems   to  understand 
that  tapping  a  main  decreases  its  pressure 
and  consequently  its  power  to  carry  water 
to  a  given  height,  for  which  reason  the  hills 
are  now  without  water  and  some  of  the 
reservoirs  are  quite  dry.     These  supplying 
mains  ought  never  to  have  been  tapped  for 
house  distribution,   hut  the  engineers  have 
constantly  broken  over  the  rule  until  much 
()[  the  general  supply  is  drawn  off  before  it 
can   reach    the  _distribudng   reservoirs.     If 
the  government  will  look  carefully  into  this 
question,  we  have  no  doubt   but  llvat  they 
will  find  this  the    principal   cause  why  tlie 
Santa  Thereza  reservoir  is  dry  so  much  ofthc 
time.     All  things  considered,  the  deficient 
and  unequal  supi^ly  received  in  this  city  is 
due,  not  to  an    insuilicient  quantity  at  the 
sources,  but  wholly  to   the  incapacity  and 
culpability   of  the   men   entrusted  with   its 
distrd)ntion.     Had   there  been  more   tech- 
nical knowledge,  more  e.licJency  and  less 
favoritism  in  this  service  there  would  be  no 
cause    whatever     for     complaint,     for    the 
aggregate  supply   is  much   in  excess  of  die 
majority  ot  cities.     In  view  of  the  facts,  it 
will  do  no  good  whatever  to  purchase  more 
sources   of  supply    and   build    more    new 
works,  for  not  oucvinteiii  of  the  expenditure 
will  benefit   the  city,     The  only  remedy  is 
to  turn  out  all    tlic  incapables  now  in  that 
department  and  substitute  them  with  men 
who  know  their  business.     Next,  it  will  be 
necessary  —  and  this  is  essential  —  to  over- 
haul all  the  mains  which  supply  the  dis- 
tributing reservoirs  and  cut  off  every  house 
tap  which  is  now  attached.     Then  a  man 
must  be  put  at  the  head  of  Uie  service  who 
can  not  be  bribed  nor  influenced,  and  who 
will  have  but  one  object  in   view— that  of 
keeping   the    distributing   reservoirs   full  of 
water.     And  if  it  be    found  impossible  to 
find   Brazilian    engineers  sufficiently   trust- 
worthy  and  efficient  (or   this  service,  then 
let  the  water  works  he  turned  over  to  some 
responsible    foreign    company    which 


undertake  to  distribute  the  water  properly 
and  honesdy.  It  may  be  remembered 
that  in  1874  the  government  received  a 
proposal  from  a  responsible  foreign  engineer 
for  the  new  water  works,  in  which  it  was 
stipulated  that  for  ^1,800,000  water  should 
be  put  into  every  house  and  on  every  fioor 
within  two  years  under  penalty  of  heavy 
fines.  Fifteen  years  have  now  passed  and 
what  has  been  done  by  the  native  engineer. 
How  many  houses  are  wholly  without 
water  ?  and  in  how  many  is  die  water  carried 
up  to  die  second  floor?  There  is  nothing 
to  be  gained  by  mincing  words  over  this 
matter;  the  city  must  have  water  and  it 
must  have  competent  men  at  the  head  of 
the  service.  If  the  soil  docs  not  produce 
them,  then  the  laws  of  self  preservation 
require  that  tliey  shall  be  imported.

IMMIGRA  TION  RESUL'JS. 
About  three  months  ago  some  idle  immii;ranls 
were  Hvini;  a  wimdering  life  in  the  streets  of  the 
first  district  of  the  S.  JosiS  parlsh'during  tlie  day, 
and  were  passint;  the  night  sleeping  promiscuon.'ily 
in  [be  npun  air,  .nen,  women  and  children,  in  Kua 
D.  Manuel  ami  in  some  neighboring  streets. 
Tlianks  to  the  good  will  of  Sr.  Pinheiro,  an  old 
lumber  merchant  of  the  Largo  do  Monra,  tliey 
were  about  a  month  ago  given  shellei  in  a  shed 
belonging  to  him  in  that  square,  To  those  tlien 
found  there  have  been  added  others,  so  that  the 
number  i>f  individuals  is  elevated  to  about  2ao,  of 
both  sexes,  youths,  old  ])eop!e  and  cliildren,  wlin 
are  living  there  in  llie  most  complete  idleness. 

To  verify  llie  truth  of  the  complaint  made  to  us, 
we  sent  to  examine  this  shed  and  have  been  in- 
formed that  what  is  actually  there  to  lie  seen  is 
clistiessing.  Divided  into  groups,  in  the  midst  of 
repugnanl  filth,  were  families  of  Ilalian,  Froncli 
and  Ijelgian  immigrants,  some  lying  down,  others 
conversing.  In  liiree  of  ibese  groups  there  were 
as  many  individuals  attacked  by  yellow  fever  ;  one 
of  them  IukI  40  degrees  of  fever  during  llie  iiiglit 
of  day  before  yesterday,  anudier,  according  to  in- 
formation received  from  a  conipaiiiun,  had  black 
vomit  yesterday  morning.

—On  Ihe  30tli  a  Brazilian  stevedore  slahhed  and 
instantly  kitlerl  a  (ellow  laborer,  a  Portuguese,  in 
an  eating  house  on  the  Rua  da  .Saude,  He  will  be 
acquitted  by  the  jury,  nndouhtedly. 

—We  are  informed  that  Mr.  Robert  Adams,  the 
rccenlly-aiipointed  minister  from  ihe  Uniled  Slates 
to  iliis  country,  is  on  board  the  American  steamer 
AUiaufii  which  is  exjiecled  to  arrive  here  on  the 
ir.h  insl.  The  minister  of  marine  has  very  cour- 
teously pl.aced  a  .'^leam  launch  at  the  disposal  of 
the  legation  here,  and  if  is  expected  that  a  number 
of  the  American  residents  of  Rio  will  go  on  board 
to  welcome  Mr.  Adams. 

—The  Diiirio  Official  on  the  7th  contains  an 
item  that  is  worthy  of  notice.  |os^  Francisco  da 
Silva  was  rendered  incapable  of  earning  his  living 
from  blindness  that  supervened  upon  a  disease 
contracted  when  an  overseer  in  the  commission  for 
improving  the  Parnaliyba  river  in  Piauhy.  He  is 
granted  a  pension  of  /$  per  month.  It  is  only 
recently  thai  the  daughter  of  a  deceased  senator 
was  granted  300$  per  month,  and  her  brolher-in- 
law  could  take  two  governesses  and  five  servants  (!) 
with  him  to  Halda, 

— Al  the  meeiini;  of  ihe  Uniao  Operaria.on  the 
iKt  insl.  it  was  resolved  to  include  in  the  manifesto 
of  this  year,  "a  general  plan  for  the  hicrease  of 
wages  at  the  war  arsenal  lor  operatives,  masters, 
journeymen  and  apprentices,  without  any  decrease 
in  Ihe  numlier,  nor  lowering  of  classification, 
independent  of  the  projected  reform  which  does 
not  facilitate  the  option  of  this  improvement." 
The  Uniao  appears  to  be  composed  of  arlizans 
in  government  establishments,  and  its  modesty 
deserves  praise. 

—The  report  of  the  commission  nominaled  by 
the  engineering  club  last  April  lo  report  on  the 
Frortin  addition  to  the  city's  water  supply,  was 
presenled  on  the  2n(l  insl.  All  the  disputed 
queslions  as  to  the  quanlily  ol  water.supplied  and 
the  character  of  the  provisional  works,  were  skill- 
fully  avoided,  and  the  whole  body  uniied  in  recom- 
mending an  extension  of  ihe  present  system  and 
the  conversion  of  Ihe  Frontin  provisional  canals 
into  permanent  works.  Of  course,  every  engineer 
is  in  favor  of  more  engineering,  no  matter  what  it 
costs  nor  how  unnece.ssary  it  may  be. 

-  -The  annual  vi.sit  of  Our  l,ady  lo  St,  Elizabeth, 
at  the  Misericordia  hospital,  took  place  on  tlie  2nd 
inst.  The  orphans  under  charge  o(  the  Sisters 
were  all  out,  and  llie  marriagealile  ones  were 
placed  on  exhibilion  according  to  custom.  It  is 
pitiful  to  relate  thai  the  wards  of  the  hospital  were 
tliroivn  o])en  to  visitors  and  that  the  rooms  and 
corridors  were  filled  with  a  noisy,  inquisitive  crowd 
nearly  all  day,  lo  the  infinite  inconvenience  and 
prejudice  id  the  patients.  One  poor  fellow  died 
before  Ibe  eyes  of  llie  crowil,  and  a  sheet  was  there- 
upon drawn  over  Ins  lace.  Is  it  not  lime  to  restr.'lin 
such  curiosity  ? 

—We  observe  from  a  daily  colleague  that  the 
Brazilian  provinces  are  awaiting  with  interest  the 
result  ol  Iheenminission  sent  by  the  imperial  gov- 
ernment to  Washinglon,  which  is  to  obtain  a  free 
exchange  of  products  between  the  two  countries.
